tion, and the remainder directed by the Industrieverwaltung. Fifty of the 
state-owned plants are not operating at prosent because of a lack of machinery. 
Eighteen other factories (2,400 employees) are to be turned over to the state 
government within a short time, while the status of sixty-one others remins 
uncertain, 


Saxony? 


In Saxony the total number reaches 8,231 (256,000 employees); 1,023 factories 
(86,000 employees) are state-owed, 472 still under sequestration, 11% with 
une: status, and fourteen (17,800 employees) administered by the ~s~ 
sians, “onmoereial firma number 82,4593 all are subordinate to the Ceo: al 
Saxon Trade Association, which acts as intermediary for the Chamber o! “ame 
merce. Eighty-seven percent of the producing factories and ninety=-tw. .orcent 
of the commercial firms have been operating at a profit. 


Meckdenburg: 
In Mecklenburg the total nunber of factories is 3,142 (87,650 employess), of 


which 813 (29,500 employees) have been expropriated. The state goveraxant 
received 387 factories (6,000 omployees). 
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Thurdncda: 


The total number of factories ie 3,682 (132,000 employees). 301 factories 
(28,000 employees), plus eighty "part-interest" enterpriess (5,000 employees) , 
are under the direction of the state covernment. Ths "“part—intorest” firma 
are those companies only pert of whose stockholders have been dispaseesaads 
they include 231 producing factories, twenty-three commercial firms, 45x 
railroads, twenty dismantled plants, 3 leased plants, three plants et 12 hold 
b the Russians, five which are not operating, and eleven enterprises uhioh 
have been liquidated.
